Volume I is dedicated to the 
Colonial period while Volume II is dedicated 
to the Independent & Republic period. The 
final volume is a meticulous appendix with 
die studies, primary source transcriptions, 
and collaborative findings from many top 
numismatists in the field. This monumental 
effort has been a great asset to fellow Cuartillo 
collectors and will undoubtedly serve as a 
valuable reference for years to come.

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Latin American History in Miniature 


After the glories and passions of Latin America’s various 
wars of independence had faded, the region faced the 
monumental task of building new nations from the ashes 
of Spain's fallen empire. Having defeated their common 
royalist enemy, the disparate parties and ideologies that 
had previously joined forces were immediately plunged 
into power struggles up and down the continent. 

The military leaders who had achieved fame and heroism 
in the wars for independence naturally stepped into the 
vacuum left by the Spanish. Prominent among them were 
Agustin de Iturbide of Mexico, Bernardo O’Higgins of Chile, 
and Simon Bolivar, the revered liberator of Venezuela. But 
in this era of strongman caudillos, no man could long hold 
power amidst the pressure from their ambitious rivals. 
The formative 19th century also saw the birth and demise 
of multiple ambitious experiments with confederation. 
Bolivar and his allies fought until the bitter end for his 
dream of a “Gran Colombia,” encompassing all of northern 
South America. After freeing itself from both Spain and 
Mexico, Central America coalesced into a unified republic 
before splintering apart. Peru and Bolivia experienced a 
short, violent merger under the opportunistic leadership of 
Andres de Santa Cruz. 

While these episodes have faded into obscurity in the 
consciousness of present-day Latin America, they leave an 
indelible numismatic legacy. After all, times of unrest often 
spur numismatic innovation. Presidents and generals have 
armies to pay and messages to transmit, and coins neatly 
serve this dual purpose. Among all denominations, none 
had farther reach than the diminutive cuartillo, which

circulated widely across all social 
classes. The collapse of Spanish 
imperial control gave Latin 
Americas young republics the 
chance to dispense with stodgy 
heraldry and introduce new 
coinage promoting the virtues 
of liberty, constitutionalism, 
and an emerging sense of 
nationhood. Symbols __ like 
liberty caps, lawbooks, and 
female personifications quickly 
appeared on coins across the 
region. Venezuelas earliest 
issues offer a glaring example, 
prominently centering the digits 
“19” as a brazen reference to the 
date of its first breakaway from 
Spain on April 19, 1810. 

But perhaps more interesting 
is the use of native flora and 
fauna that give Latin America’s 
coinage a true sense of place. 
Miniaturized depictions of the 
volcanic mountain ranges and 
ceiba trees of Central America 
adorn its cuartillos, while Bolivia 
featured the famed Cerro Rico, 
renowned for its tremendous 
silver output. Peru, meanwhile,

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opted for a single llama to

The fledgling republics 
also made copious use of more 
symbolic imagery, much of 
it rooted in Pre-Columbian 
indigenous mythology, — that 
never would have been used 
during the colonial era.

This 
EXTREMELY RARE issuance, conventionally known as 
the “Cuartillo de Rondeau’, has long inspired debate among 
numismatic scholars due to its unique style and anepigraphic 
nature. The present piece exhibits a well-centered strike with 
the moderate circulation wear that accompanies all known 
examples. Nicely toned with even some traces of luster in the 
fields, the coin offers bold depictions of its distinctive design 
elements with no damage or defect. A terrific exemplar of one 
of the most debated issues in Argentine numismatics. 


This coin’s moniker of “Cuartillo de Rondeau” is an apparent 
reference to General Jose Rondeau, a patriot who fought 
against the Spanish crown and served as Supreme Director of 
the Provinces of La Plata during the Cordoba mint’ inaugural 
years. Its attribution to Cordoba is justified by the fact that most 
of the handful of examples known have emerged from that city. 
However, a complete lack of evidence makes the placement of the 


issue to that time and place conjectural at best. Another theory 
suggests it was produced in Potosi during that city’s occupation 
by insurgent forces, but such a well-established and sophisticated 
mint was unlikely to have struck this crude issue. More recently, 
an essay by Mariano Cohen links this issue with a decree from 
1821 that authorizes the production of milled coinage for the 
province of La Rioja. Since there are no other known circulated 
milled issues from La Rioja dating to that period, Cohen 
suggests that this Cuartillo could actually be part of the issuance 
outlined in that decree. While none of the theories proposed 
can be definitively proven, what is certain is that this piece is 
among the most legendary within Argentine numismatics, and 
its appearance in auction is a rare opportunity that specialist 
collectors should not miss.

Ambrosio O’Higgins, the colonial governor of Chile, was the 
first to initiate plans for the construction of an irrigation canal 
for the eastern peripheries of the city of Santiago in 1796. The 
project encountered various setbacks, not least the tumultuous 
wars of independence that shook Chile in the early 19th century. 
It was not until the 1820s, under Bernardo O’Higgins, Ambrosios 
son and the head of state for the now-independent Chilean 
republic, that the project resumed progress. Even with the use of 


prison labor by 200 captured royalists, a lack of funding created 
numerous difficulties in both paying the remaining laborers and 
procuring materials. Domingo de Eyzaguirre, the director of the 
project, petitioned Bernardo O'Higgins in 1821 to authorize the 
mintage of 1000 Pesos to cover these mounting costs. While it is 
unknown how many of these Cuartillos were actually struck or 
whether they ever truly circulated for their intended purpose, 
they are quite unique for a number of reasons. Principally, 
because they are the first issues ever struck in copper in the 
history of the Santiago mint. Additionally, they bear the legend 
“REPUBLICA DE CHILE”, the first instance of this terminology 
on Chilean coinage (which otherwise exclusively displayed 
“CHILE INDEPENDIENTE”) which would not reappear until 
1834. See Jose Medina’s Monedas Obsidionales de Chile (1919) 
for more information.

As such, 
though they bear the recognizable types and images of the Spanish Em- 
pire, these are actually the first Cuartillos struck by independent Chile.

The leadership of Cundinamarca were fierce centralists, who struck 
coinage bearing that provincial name from 1813 until 1816, when 
Spanish forces took advantage of those disunities to reconquer 
the whole of Nueva Granada. After patriots secured permanent 
independence in 1819, those brief tumultuous years became 
known as “La Patria Boba”, meaning “The Foolish Fatherland”.

This period 
of the young Mexican Republic saw a shift towards federalism, 


wherein the central mint at Mexico City took over administration 
of the provincial mints, exacerbating the general shortage of 
circulating copper specie. This presented an opportunity for the 
enterprising Soho Mint, which could now offer its services to a 
single central authority rather than deal with the multitude of 
provincial mints. It seems likely that a contract was imminent 
before an untimely interruption by the first French intervention 
in Mexico, commonly known as the “Pastry War”, in 1838. With 
the deal scuttled, these pattern issues began their path towards 
becoming the fascinating numismatic curiosities that they are 
today.

The Arequipa mint, in operation for a mere six years, is a 
microcosm for the troubles that confronted Peru in the opening 
decades of its independence. Separated from Lima by great 
distances and challenging terrain, Peru’s second-largest city 
and its adjoining regions had long faced shortages of circulating 
coinage. Peruvian president Luis Jose de Obregoso moved south to 
Arequipa in 1835 in order to quell one of the numerous rebellions 


against his rule. Here he came face to face with the dire shortage 
and, shortly after forging a political alliance with Bolivian 
president Andres de Santa Cruz, issued a decree that finally 
authorized a mint for Arequipa, which struck its first coinage in 
1836. Santa Cruz, however, had grander ambitions than merely 
assisting Peru’s embattled president. After defeating the last of 
Obregoso’ rivals in 1836, the Bolivian president elevated himself 
to Supreme Protector of a new Peru-Bolivian Confederation. The 
Arequipa mint transitioned into production of new “sunface” 
types in debased silver for South Peru, one of the three constituent 
republics that made up the nascent confederation. Tumultuous 
from the start, this political union collapsed by 1839, almost as 
quickly as it had risen. In that year Arequipa reverted to striking 
the normal Republic of Peru types, including this extraordinary 
1/4 Real. However, with its output dwindling and problems 
multiplying, the mint shuttered its operations by 1841.

This brief issue emanates from the short-lived First Republic of Venezu- 
ela under independence hero Francisco de Miranda. Begun with lofty 
ideals by a patriot coup on April 19, 1810, the First Republic was quickly 
beset with insurmountable difficulties, among them a resurgent Spain 
and a failed experiment with paper money. Miranda authorized the 
production of 1/8, 1/4, 1/2, and 1 Real issues in copper and silver in 
order to meet the needs of the young Republic’ costly struggle against 
royalist forces. The number “19” is the central design element across all 
four denominations, a reference to the date of the Republic’ initiating 
event. Alas, the young republic received its fatal blow from an untimely 
earthquake that destroyed central Caracas. Miranda was shipped back 
to Spain to die in a prison cell, and it would be many tumultuous years 
before Venezuelan patriots would be able to claw back their indepen- 
dence again.

Only 5-7 
examples are known to exist, most being heavily worn, holed, 
and/or tooled. Incredibly, the present piece lacks any defect. 
Both sides feature clear, full detail with limited signs of use. This 
offering presents specialists in Venezuelan issues an exceptional 
opportunity that is unlikely to reappear for years to come. 


Various theories abound attempting to contextualize and explain 
the existence of this Cuartillo. Though it bears a close resemblance 
to the 1821 and 1822 Cuartillos struck in Caracas, this variety 
differs stylistically and in its metal composition, meaning it may 


not have been produced at that mint. The high silver content, 
superior to the Caracas issue, also seems to rule out the coin being 
a contemporary counterfeit. Documentation exists showing that 
the Venezuelan general Juan Bautista Arismendi, based on the 
island of Margarita, requested an emission of silver Cuartillos 
from Simon Bolivar. As this request appears to have gone 
unanswered, one hypothesis suggests that Arismendi produced 
this issue himself to address the shortages of circulating coinage 
on Margarita and other areas of eastern Venezuela. Regardless 
of the true reason for its existence, this extraordinarily rare little 
coin has long intrigued collectors, who sometimes liken the crude 
facial details of the sun to some kind of insect. On this sharp 
specimen, it is clearly shown to be a face.
